Gleaming reflections of light reach into every corner and seem- 
ingly widen out walls far beyond the limits of the room area. 

In the bathroom above, the White Vitrolite wainscoting reaches the six-foot 
mark in the tub recess to protect the w*alls from possible water damage. 

Both vertical and horizontal joints are filled with Coral pointing cement. 
The white feature strip in the marbleized rust colored floor repeats the color 
of the tub and lavatory. The painted walls and bath accessories are Coral. 




Here's an alternaie suggestion fur the walls of 
the up-lo-ilale bathroom illustrated above.
